In almost every 
ease, the green sky was fol- 
lowed by à severe thunder- 
storm. 

Despite these anecdotal

reports of green storms, 
some scientists do not 
believe that green thun-. 
derstorms actually exist. 
These skeptics suggest the 
green storms may be fabri- 
cations by excited 
observers. 

Other, scientists . dis- 
agree, arguing that the 
green coloration in some 
storms may be due to hail 
or réflections of light from 
green foliage оп the 
ground. 

Frank Gallagher, William 
Beasley and Craig Bohren 
decided to settle the issue 
of green thunderstorms 
conclusively. The three sci- 
entists spent the spring of 
1995 driving through the 
back roads of Oklahoma 
and Texas looking for

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green thunderstorms. 

Along with video and still 
cameras, the scientists 
brought along a Photo 
Research PR-650 Spectra- 
Colorimeter. The PR-650 is 
a lightweight "portable 
spectrophotometer ^ that 
can measure the entire vis- 
ible spectrum. If there was 
a green thunderstorm in 
the Oklahoma or Texas sky, 
the PR-650 would find it. 

Their first chance ‚сате 
on the afternoon of May 7, 
1995 as a squall line devel- 
oped ` in southwestern 
Oklahoma. “We recorded 
three spectra of the storm 
as it approached our view- 
ing position in Mountain 
Park, Oklahoma,” said 
Gallagher. 

At first, the spectropho- 
tometer recorded a wave- 
length typically associated 
with the color . blue. 
Gallagher, Beasley and 
Bohren noticed that the 
clouds did have a bluish 
tinge. 

Then, a few minutes 
later, the spectrophotome- 
ter recorded something 
else. “A distinct change 
could be seen in the spec- 
trum,” said Beasley. “The 
color of the clouds began to 
take on a greenish cast.” 

The three scientists had 
their proof: green thunder- 
storms did exist. Altoget- 
her, Gallagher, Beasley 
and Bohren found 30 green 


thunderstorms in Okla- 
homa and Texas. “We found 
that the optical properties ^ 
of a thunderstorm undergo 
many transformations," 
said Bohren: “In almost 
every case, the storm ends 
up being green." ‹ 

But why green? Is it the 
existence of hgil inside the 
storm or is the green creat- 
ed by reflections of light 
fro green foliage? ү 

*We found that ground 
reflections alone cannot 
account for the green col- 
oration," said Gallagher. In 
fact, the trio believes that 
green foliage has absolute- 
ly no influence on the col- 
oration of thunderstorms. 

And, it may not be hail, . 
either. The  scientisté" 
recorded both green and 
non-green clouds which 
almost certainly had hail. 
“This does not rule out the 
possibility that the hail 
created the green col- 
oration, said  Beasley, 
"But it does suggest that 
the presence of hail may 
not be required in oder fox 
& Storm to appear to be 
green." 

So, green thunderstorms 
aré real and not the prod- 
uct. of over-active imagina- 
tions. James O'Brien was 
correct, he did see a green 
thunderstorm. Now, if the 
Scientists can only explain, 
where that color. comes 
from.

Techniques to help sell your home

Last year, when Holly Cline held an open 
house, her home sold in three minutes for a 
$40,000 profit. Competition for the house was 
so intense that one buyer offered $5,000 over 
her asking price. 

Cline, an interior design professor at Vir- 
ginia's Radford University, bought her house for 
$130,000, spent $10,000 fixing it up, and sold 
the house for $180,000 three years later. 

Cline largely attributes her successful sale to 
simple design and fix-up techniques that take 
effort but don't cost a lot of money. 

Among her tips: 

* Paint the walls. “Paint is inexpensive and a 
new’ paint job! makes «Ве house’ look well cared 
for. You'want to communicate that you've taken 


: edre of the house and that you're a good house- 


keeper, even if you usually aren't. It's all about 
making the house psychologically appealing." 
* Less is more. Clean out closets, basements 


* and garages. Get rid of clutter and hide trash 


cans. “People will usually look in closets and 
cabinets, but not in personal areas like drawers: 
You want everything to look orderly and orga- 
nized. If you can't get rid of things, put them in 
Storage. When I sold my house, I had so much 
in storage it was amazing." 

е Though you want things to.be clean-and 
clutter-free, don't be afraid to let your personal 
taste show through, she ‘says. “You want your 
house to stand out from the crowd." 

* Put out fresh flowers. “Flowers make any 
space more inviting and communicate that the 
seller pays attention to detail." 

* Light candles and try to make the house 
look as inviting as if you were having friends 
over. ^I never had a real dining room when I 
lived in my old house, but when I put the house 
up for sale I rented a-dining room table, bor- 


-rowed chairs from a friend, put out: place set- 


tings and made a table arrangement. It creates 
an emotional attachment and makes people 
think, ‘It would be so great to come to dinner 
here. My friends will love to come to this 
house.” E 


* Minimize furniture. “With less furniture, 
the rooms look larger. If your husband has a 
favorite, beat-up reclining chair he won't part 
with, put it in storage." 

* Put up real art or at least have posters mat- 
ted and framed. "I go to juried high school art 
shows because you can get good, original art at 
great prices." 

* Pay attention to landscaping and outside 
appeal. “I couldn't afford to paint the outside of 
my house, so I painted the trim, invested in a 
good front door and put out benches with flow- 
ers to increase curb appeal: I knew a year 
ahead of time I was going to move, so I experi- 
mented to make sure I knew which flowers 
looked good п early May." 

* Keep the house light and airy. "Avoid heavy 
window treatments if they make the house look 
dark. If you have a good view, pull open the cur- 
tains. Let in the light.” Р 

* Make at least опе room bright and unique. , 
"Realtofs will tell you to paint all the rooms in 
neutrals, so that buyers can picture their furni- 
ture in your house. But buyers see a lot of neu- 
trals, so pick one room to make bright, cheery 
and unique. It will make your house more mem- 
orable and exciting.” 

* Make the house smell nice but not overpow- 
ering. “Some subtle potpourri is good, particu- 
larly in bathrooms, It’s also a good idea to bake 
cookies so the aroma of fresh-baked cookies fills 
the house.” 

• Put op happy, personal photos. “People are ‘< 
more attracted to a*house where they feel peo- 
ple have been happy and fulfilled." 

Finally, if you aren't sure how to make your. 
house appealing, or if your. house isn't selling, 
hire a good designer to come and offer some 
tips. 

It's important to do everything you can to 
make it appear that you've been the perfect 
homeowner, ‘Says Cline. "You want the house to 
look like you've taken care of every detail. But 
mostly, you want to.create a connection. Emo- 
tionally, you want them to claim the home as 
theirs. Once there's a connection with a quali- 
fied buyer, a sale is sure to follow." 


People hope for best but brace 
for worst if bad news looms. :

Concerned what you may learn from the stock 
market or the visittothe doctor? —. 

The good news about bad news is that most 
people brace for rotten consequences by expect- 
ing the outcome to be worse than it actually is, 
of Florida study shows. 

“We found that people seem to be pessimisti- 
cally biased at the\moment of truth, perhaps to 
reduce the sting Of bad news that otherwise 
would come as a : ” said James Shepperd,'a 
“ОЕ psychology pkofessor who did thé study, 
published in the September issue of the Person- 

ality and Social Psychology Bulletin. 


In the study of 68 UF psychology students, ` 


half were told they would: be tested for a ficti- 
tious medical condition called "TAA deficiency” 
that could lead toʻa gradual deterioration of the 
pancreas and serious medical complications. 
Participants learned the presence-or absence 
` of TAA could be detected by a saliva test. 
Were told they would be tested right awa}, 


while the other half were told they would never 


be tested, said Kevin Taylor, a ‘UF psychology 
graduate student who did spe research with 


The students also estimated their likelihood 
| of having TAA on а nine-point scale and опа 
` percentage basis. Those who expected the test! 


to show they had the medical problem were 


- most inclined to gird for the worst, Taylor said. 


Participants felt less threatened if they thought 
they would not receive their test results for sev- 
eral weeks, he said. I 

Although thé research focused pn an event 
with health consequences, Taylor said he antici- 
pates people would display the same pattern ini) 
predicting any outcome. with important person- 
al implications. "We suspect, for exainple, that 
people awaiting a mechanic's bill following 
extensive repair work on their automobile аге“, 
inclined to revise their estimates, predicting a 
higher bill in the moments jus} prior to receiv- 
ing the bill," he said: $

that generally people show an overwhelming 
tendency to be optimistic about the future, he 
said. | EDU .

People don't brace for bad.news 
"indiscriminantly, though; only for 
events with severe consequences, 
Shepperd said. - 

“If I'm waiting in the hospital 
for the doctor to tell me if I have 
cancer or HIV, I'm going to brace 
because news of the diagnosis rep- 
resents a loss to me, the loss of my 
good health,” he said. 

“On the other hand, if I’m sit- 
ting by the TV waiting for (ће . 
Powerball number to see if I won 
$250 million, I’m not going to 
brace because losing doesn't repre- 
sent a loss. My life is no different 


if I lose today than it was yester- 
day" 

Anxiety over imminent medical 
news may bode poorly in some 
cases for home testing, be it AIDS, 
pregnancy or some other condi- 
tion, Shepperd said.
